1. Eligibility for admission 


(a ) Candidates who have passed the Pre -degree examination of the 
KeralaCalicut University with Physics , Chemistry and Biology as Optional 
subjects or an examination recognised by the Kerala / Calicut University as 
equivalent thereto with eligibility for admission to Medical Course are eligible 
for admission if they have secured an aggregate of 50 % marks or above in the 
Science subjects (Physics, chemistry and biology taken together ) of the Pre 
degree or equivalent examination thereto with cligibility for admission to 
medical course. Relaxation of 10 % marks will be allowed to candidates 
belonging to Scheduled Castes/Sch . Tribes and 5 % marks to candidates 
belonging to socially and educationally backward communities. 

(b ) Candidates who have passed B.Sc. degree (three year course) 
examination of the Kerala /Calicut University or any other University recogni 
sed by the University of Kerala /Calicut and equivalent thereto with 
Physics/Chemistry/ Zoology/ Botany /Biochemistry as main and any one or two 
of the above subjects as subsidiaries, provided they have secured 50 % or more 
marks for the science subjects , subject to the relaxation in themarks provided in 
clause 1 (a ) for Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Socially and Educa 
tionally Backward Classes and on condition that they have passed the Pre 
degree examination of the Kerala /Calicut Universities with Physics, Chemistry 
and Biology or any examination approved by those Universities as equivalent 
to Pre-degree with eligibility for admission to Medical course. 


2. Age 


Applicants should have completed the age of 17 on the 31st December of 
the year of admission to the first MBBS course . No relaxation of the minimum 
age limit shall be made on any account. 


3. Duration 


The curriculam of studies for theM.B.B.S. course will extend over a period 
of four and a half years and twelve months Compulsory Rotating Internship 
on successful completion of the course.

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6. Reservation of seats 

( a ) 20 seats for admission to first MBBS course will be reserved for 
Government of India nominees. Nominations to these seats will be made by 
Government of India subject to eligibility conditions in clause 1 and those seats 
will be distributed among the 5 Medical Colleges of the State i.e. 4 seats for 
each college. 

(b ) Two seats for first MBBS course will be reserved for holders ofDegree/ 
Diploma in Ayurveda recognised by Government under the schedule to the 
Travancore -Cochin Medical Practitioners Act, who are Indian citizens of 
Kerala origin and who possess the minimum qualification prescribed by the 
University as in clause 1. Applicants to this categorymust superscribe on their 
application as follows: " Application for seats reserved for holders of Degree/ 
Diploma in Ayurveda” . Documentary evidence in support of the claim against 
these reserved seats should be attached with the application . Admission will 
be given both to the Degree /Diploma holders without discrimination on the 
basis of marks obtained at the entrance examination as prescribed in clause (9) . 

( c ) Two seats for first MBBS Course will be reserved for holders of 
Degree /Diploma in Homoeopathy recognised by Government under the 
schedule to the T.C. Medical Practitioners Act, 1953, who are Indian citizens 
of Kerala origin and who possess the minimum qualification as in clause 1. 
Admission will be given both to the degree and diploma holders without dis 
crimination , on the basis of marks obtained at the entrance examination as 
prescribed in clause 9. Applicants to this category must superscribe on their 
application as follows : “ Application for seats reserved for holders of Degree 
Diploma in Homoeopathy" Documentary evidence in support of the claim 
against these reserved seats should be attached with the application . 

(d ) Five seats for the First MBBS course will be reserved for outstand 
ing sportsmen who are otherwise eligible for admission as per clause 1 and who 
are Indian citizen of Kerala origin . The selection will be made on the basis 
of the proficiency in sports as per the normsprescribed by Government from 
time to time and not on the basis of the marks obtained by the candidates in 
the entrance examination . Applicants to this category must superscribe on 
their application as follows: " Application for seats reserved for outstanding 
sportsmen " . Documentary evidence in support of the claim against these 
reserved seats should be attached with the application . 

(e ) Four seats for the firs MBBS Course will be reserved for the 
children /widows of the defence personnel killed in action /missing in action / 
disabled either during war hostilities or in peace time who are otherwise 
eligible as per clause 1 for admission and who are Indian citizens of Kerala 
origin . This benefit will be available only to one person in respect of each 
defence personnel killed in action or missing in action /disabled either during 
war hostilities or in peace time. They should invariabley produce a certifi 
cate obtained from Military authorities /Zilla Sainik Board to the effect that 
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he/she is the son /daughter /widow of the defence personnel who was killed in 
action or missing in action . If, in any year, no suitable candidates coming 
under the category of children of defence personnel killed /missing in action 
disabled either during war hostilities or in peace time are available for the 
concession as per the existing orders/rules the seats reserved for them may be 
given to the dependents (children and widows only ) of defence personnel 
died in harness, if they are otherwise eligible as per clause 1. If there are still 
no suitable candidates coming under the category of dependents (children 
and widows only) of defence personnel died in harness the seats reserved for 
children /widow of the defence personnel killed /missing in action /disabled either 
during war hostilities or in peace timemay be given to ex -servicemen / children 
of ex -servicemen if they are otherwise qualified , as per clause 1. The selection 
will be made on the basis of the marks obtained at the entrance examination as 
prescribed in clause 9. Applicants to this category must superscribe on their 
application as follows: " Application for seats reserved for children of defence 
personnel killed /missing in action disabled either during war hostilities or in 
peace time died in harness”. Documentary evidence in support of the claim 
against the reserved seats should be attached with the application . 

(f) Four seats in the firstMBBS course will be reserved for ex -servicemen / 
children of ex -servicemen who are otherwise eligible for admission as per clause 
1 and who are Indian citizen of Kerala origin . Selection will bemade on the 
basis of themarks obtained at the entrance examination as prescribed in clause 
9. Applicants to this category must superscribe on their application as 
follows: " Application for seats reserved for ex -servicemen /children of ex 
servicemen " . They should invariably produce a certificate obtained not 

earlier than 6 months from the date of application from the Military authorities 
- or Zilla Zainik Board to the effect that he /she is the son /daughter of ex-service 
man or is an ex - serviceman himself/herself. 

One seat for first MBBS course will be reserved for Orthopaedically 
and other handicapped candidates who are suitable for undergoing medical 
education and otherwise eligible for admission as per clause 1 and who are 
Indian citizens of Kerala origin . The selection will be made on the basis of 
the percentage of disability assessed by the clinical experts associated with 
the committee and approved by the committee at the time of interview and not 
on the basis of the marks obtained by the candidate in the pre -degree or 
equivalent examinations or on the basis of the ranking at the entrance test. 
The selection will be made by a committee consisting of Special Secretary 
to Government, Health (chairman ), Principal Medical College, Trivandrum 
(Convener), Principal,MedicalCollege, Kottayam , Principal, Medical College, 
Alleppey, Principal Medical College, Calicut, Principal, Medical College, 
Trichur, Professor of Physical Medicine & Rehabilitation, Medical College 
Trivandrum and Director & Professor /Professor of Orthopaedics, Medical 
College , Trivandrum (members). The last two members are clinical experts. 

(h ) One seat for the first MBBS course will be reserved for candidates 
belonging to Anglo Indian Community and who are Indian citizens of Kerala 
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origin and who possess the eligibility as per clause 1. The selection will be 
on the basis of marks obtained at the entrance examination as prescribed in 
clause 9. Applicants under this category should produce a certificate from the 
Village Officer concerned to the effect that the applicant belongs to Anglo 
Indian Community . 

(i) One seat for the firstMBBS Course will be reserved for candidates 
of Malayali origin settled in the Union Territory of Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands on condition that the candidates must have been nominated by the 
Government of the Union Territory of Andaman and Nicobar Islands and 
must possess the requisite qualifications as provided under clause 1 for admis 
sion to first MBBS course in the Medical College of the State. 


7. Allocation of seats 


635 seats available after deducting 40 seats for mandatory admissions as 
provided in clause 6 will be distributed as follows: 

(i) 13 seats are reserved for candidates who are Indian citizens of 
Kerala origin and who have qualified themselves for admission to MBBS 
Course as per clause 1 from Universities other than Kerala / Calicut and insti 
tutions within Kerala State affiliated to outside Universities from Kerala / 
Calicut University to the effect that their qualification is sufficient to seek 
admission to the MBBS course in this State. Principles of communal reserva 
tion as per G.O. ( P ) 208 /66 / Fin . dated 2-5-1966 and G.O. MS. 131/71/Edn . 
dated 6-8-1971 as modified from time to time will be applicable . Selection to 
these seats will be made on the basis of entrance examination as prescribed in 
clause 9 and will besubject to reservation for Backward communities and other 
quotas if any, prescribed by the Government from time to time.

( ii ) The remaining 622 seats will be distributed for science graduates 
and pre.degree candidates in the ratio 1: 4 . 
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124 seats 


( ii ) Accordingly 498 seats will be available for candidates, who have 
passed pre-degree examination from Kerala / Calicut Universities. 
will be available for science graduates from the Kerala/Calicut Universities . 
Selection will be made on the basis of common ranking on merit at the entrance 
test. Distribution of these seats between the Universities of Kerala and Calicut 
in the manner directed by the Supreme Court is as follows.

Note:—Applications from candidates who have passed B.Sc. or higher 

qualifications shall be considered only against the graduate quota 

and not against pre -degree quota under any circumstances. 
8. The seats available after deducting 53 seats formandatory and for other 
Universities as provided in clause 6 & 7 (i) will be distributed as shown in clause 
7 (iii) among the two Universities viz., Kerala and Calicut in the ratio directed 
by the Supreme Court. 

Since the seats are distributed among the two 
Universities viz.,Kerala and Calicut there will be no reservation of seats on the 
basis of regional merit as per the recommendations of Kumara Pillai 
Commission Report. 

9. Admission to MBBS course except to the 27 seats under the reser 
vation quota specified in Rule 6 (a ), (d ), (g) and (i) shall be made on the basis 
of a common entrance examination . The Entrance examination will be of 
objective type at the pre-degree standard of Kerala/Calicut Universities and 
will consist of 4 papers ie., Biology, Chemistry, Physics and Comprehension 
of Scientific English . The details of the duration of each paper, themaximum 
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marks in each paper, the schedule of examination etc. will be notified at the 
appropriate time. Admission will be based on merit as shown in the results 
of the entrance examination and subject to the reservation in clause 6 and 7 
unless otherwise stated . 


10. In case there is a tie in the total aggregate of marks obtained at the 
entrance examination , it will be resolved as follows: 

(a ) Marks in English will be excluded and the candidate with higher 
aggregate in Biology , Chemistry and Physics will be ranked higher. 

(b ) If the tie persists, the marks for Physics will be excluded and the 
candidate with the higher aggregate in Biology and Chemistry will be 
ranked higher . 

(c) If the tie still remains, the candidate with the higher mark in 
Biology will be ranked higher . 


11. If any of the seats reserved under clause 6 and 7 remain unfilled , 
such vacancies shall be taken together and distributed according to merit, 
such seats being added on to pre-degree general merit. 

12. Reservation to S.C./ST. candidates, Socially and Educationally 
Backward classes etc. will be in accordance with the provisions contained in 
(1) G.O. (P ) 208/66/ Edn. dated 2-5-1966 and (2 ) G.O. (MS) 131/71/ Edn. 
dated 6-8-1971 as modified from time to time. Candidates belonging to 
SC /ST and Socially and Educationally Backward Classes will produce a certi 
ficate from the Village Officer concerned in the form provided in the appli 
cation with regard to their caste/community and family income in the appli 
cation form itself. 


13. The Selection Committee will be entitled to reject any application 
if they are not satisfied with the correctness or genuineness of any certificate 
filed along with the applications. 

14. Admissions even if given will be cancelled if it is found later that 
false certificates have been produced or that admission have been secured by 
fraudulent means. 

15. There will be no interview for selection of candidates except in the 
case of admission to the seat reserved for orthopaedically and other handicapped 
candidates. Selection will be purely on the basis of merit assessed on the 
marks obtained in the common entrance examination except in the case of 
sports quota, quota for orthopaedically and other handicapped and nomina 
tions made by Government of India and Andaman Nicobar administration. 

16. Applications forms 

Application forms can be had from the office of the Principals of the 
Medical Colleges on payment of Rs. 50 towards registration fee for entrance 
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examination and cost of application form at the cash counter . Applicants 
desiring to have the forms sent to them by post should remit Rs. 55 for each 
application form . Applicants sending the amount by money order will note 
that money orders which do not indicate in the money order coupon the full 
address of the candidates and the name of the course for which the application 
form is required will not be accepted. This information should be written 
legibly . Postal Order , Cheque or Draft will not be accepted towards cost 
of application form . The cost of the form shall not be refunded under any 
circumstances . 


17. How and when to apply 

Application forms correctly filled up together with the following docu 
ments should reach the Principal, Medical College, Trivandrum - 11 
before 4 p . m . on 4-10-1982. Late and defective applications will not be con 
sidered under any circumstances. 

(a ) True copies of course/pass certificate and the statement of marks 
obtained in respect of all the parts in the qualifying examination . 

(b ) True copies of two recent conduct and character certificates one 
from the Principal of the College in which the candidates studied last and 
another from a respectable person . 

(0) True copies of SSLC to prove the date of birth and community 
for corroborative verification of community . 

(d) Migration certificate (only in the case of students belonging to 
Universities other than Kerala /Calicut University ). This should be produced 
at the time of admission . 

(e ) Certificate of community and family income from all sources 
in the prescribed form in the application itself obtained from the Village Officer 
concerned in the case of candidates belonging to communities recognised by 
Government as socially and educationally backward classes. In the case of 
Latin Catholics it should be specified in the community certificate that they 
belong to the group " Latin Catholic other than Anglo Indian " . 

Certificates of community in form prescribed in the application 
obtained from the Village Officer concerned in the case of candidates belonging 
to SC /STs. 

(g ) Certificate obtained from the Village Officer of the concerned 
village in the form provided in the application itself to the effect that he/she 
belongs to the Kerala State in all cases except in the case of candidates coming 
under cláuse 6 (a ). 
Note :-(1) True copies of the certificates referred to in clauses (a ) to (c) above 

should be attested by a Gazetted Officer or by the Head of the 
Institution in which the candidate studied last. The originals 

need be produced only when called for .

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(2 ) The candidate will have to produce on demand any other certi 

ficate /record that may be prescribed by Government or for this 
matter by the Principal, Medical College, Trivandrum in addition 

to those already specified . 
(3) Applications with the prescribed documents carefully fastened 

should be sent by registered post to the Principal, Medical 
College, Trivandrum -11. Applications with defective or incom 

plete certificates will be rejected . 
(4) No application will be received in person in the College Olice 

except on the last date for the subidission of applications. The 
cover should be superscribed thus : " Application for admission 
to M.B.B.S. Course 1982-83" . 


(5) Documents or details furnished after the last date fixed for receipt 

of the applications in the College Office will not be considered . 
(6 ) Nativity certificate will not be insisted on , in the case of applicants 

who are children of Central Government employees not belon 
ging to the State but who are serving in the State at the time of 
submission of application. This is subject to the condition that 
the selection in respect of these candidates will be on the basis 
of merit along with other candidates belonging to the State. 
This concession will also be extended to the children of the 
employees of UNICEF and other agencies of the United Nations 
and to the children of person who are not domiciled in the State 
but who are employed in Registered Joint Stock Companies 
( Private and Public ) and in other Government recognised Insti 
tutions in the State at the time admission to the State Medical 

Colleges subject to the conditions that 
(i) The applicants will have to take their chance along with 

other applicants from the State on State -wide merit basis ; and ...! 
( ii ) A certificate from the institution concerned that the parent of 

the applicant is a permanent employee of that institution should 

be enclosed along with the application . 
18. Date of joining 

Selected candidates who pay the required fees in time on getting instru 
ctions from the Principal should join the college on the date notified in this 
behalf. 
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19. Penalty for default 

If the Office receipt or Treasury chalan for the remittance of tuition fee 
is not received in the College Office on or before the date notified in this behalf 
the selection of the candidate concerned is liable for automatic cancellation . 
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20. Discipline 


Before admission to the College concerned the selected candidate should 
submit the declaration given below duly signed :by him /her and attested by 
his /her parent or guardian as the case may be. Admission will be refused 
if this declaration is not produced .
